Be this as it may, our course is straight 
before us, our race glorious to run, and, with God’s help, run it 
we will. 

One interest have we to serve, and in the serving of that will 
the best energies we possess be exhausted—the interest of all who 
suffer—all who really are wanting of those good gifts which Provi- 
dence bestows as the compensation of the ills inherent in existence. 
We will not, as far as we can help, suffer, undenounced, to stand be- 
tween the Creator and the creature, the selfish monopolist—the plun- 
derer and hoarder of gold—he who is willing to barter the food of 
millions for the price of his own aggrandizement, and to pur- 
chase by the hard bargain of a nation’s ruin the realisation of all 
his dreams of vile ambition — wild shadows of a distempered 
fancy. We will hold up to unceasing scorn those accursed money 
laws which, robbing labour of its reward, withhold from God’s 
creatures God’s bounties, and whose authors are hopelessly seek- 
ing to dig up from under the bases of national strength some 
new treasure to buy for them—insatiables !—a new prosperity, an 
additional happiness. We will never shrink from vindicating 
against this oppression those who have hitherto been its victims, 
never stay the impeachment of the statesmen that have counselled, 
or the statesmen that have upheld, this cruel and villanous system. 

Our hostility to selfishness does not stop even here, though 
here it is well shnown. Indeed, as a’principle may we propound 
it, with selfishness, whatever form it may assume, whatever 
the garb it may clothe itself with, whatever colour it may 
wear, or whatever name it may affect, with selfishness shall 
we have no brotherhood. This selfishness is the monster parent 
of the monster brood of evils against which we are now waging 
war, war even to the knife, war to which there shall be no cessa- 
tion. We care not how this selfishness may meet us—in rags, or 
in rich clothing. "Tis all the same ; a monster is not one whit the 
less a monster because he is painted.

there are such cunning disguises by which this selfishness may 
conceal his native hideousness, that we almost fear he is often 
welcomed where, if known, he would have been the least welcome. 
The history of our monetary laws is a striking exemplification of 


this. For how long, think ye, would those laws exist, if the 
policy which dictated their enactment, the policy whose objects 
they have so largely subserved, were generally known, appre- 
ciated, understood? But their promoters are men wise, at least 
after a certain fashion ; if not wise, they are at least cunning, They 
conceal their real designs, the base selfishness of their purposes, 
under the false pretence that they are consulting the Public Good 
—the Public Good !—that apology for so much crime, that palli- 
ation of so much folly! 

It is the duty, the appropriate business of the public journalist, 
to expose all such pretences; to take from selfishness its harle- 
quinade, and to publish it to the whole world in its real charac- 
ter. This duty we shall seek earnestly to perform ; and whilst we 
expose the quack, we shall also strive zealously to advocate and 
promote all the material interests of those — our labouring popu- 
lation—by whom we benefit so largely. The new year may 
work many changes, but it will work no change that shall abate 
our ardour in the great cause to which we are pledged, the cause 
of vindicating the claims of labour to a fair recompence. Until 
success reward our pains we shall struggle on for this, caring not 
who works with us or against us; willing to fraternise with any 
one aiding and abetting us, and heeding nothing what our oppo- 
nents may be, what name they may assume, what banner they 
may unfurl. 

The new year shall not find us wanting in the falfilment of 
any other of our promises.) We are the sworn champions of Art, 
and here again shall we not be found wanting. Lét us demand 
public confidence, for ’twould be injustice to entreat that of which 
we have shown ourselves worthy. We have shown ourselves 
worthy of confidence, in that we have redeemed every promise we 
have hitherto made. We refer to the two great prints we have 
given to the public in proof that our talk was no idle boast. Take 
our print—take the Blind Fiddler of Sir David Wilkie. This 
was considered, not only at home but abroad, a masterpiece of 
wood engraving. Artists thought it impossible! They were 
ignorant, the event has shown it, of the capabilities of the art. 
They averred that they never believed so much could have been 
done; they were quite certain what had been done could never be 
exceeded.

she traverses the broad highway and the quiet lane, she seats 
herself beside cottage hearths, and enters the home of the opera- 
tive; she appeals to the people, to the people who love her, know 
her, value her, and in her spirit rejoice —the people who yield 
her all welcome because they feel the worth of her ministrations, 
and glorify that noble genius that hovers around her footsteps. 
Art is popular ; Art has appealed to the people; the people have 
answered the appeal, the provocatio ad populum has been successful. 

Who does not see in all this the seeds of a kindly future ? 
Who does not detect in this evidence of better days dawning 
upon us? Whenever the refinement we reasonably anticipate 
has largely advanced, it will not be forgotten who helped on the 
great work, it will be recollected who it was that first largely 
brought the immortal productions of consummate genius to the 
dwellings of the poor, and made the masses participate in those 
delights which a pure and elevated taste bestows оп all in whom 
it dwells as the most covetable of blessings. 

Looking anxiously forward to this glad time, we shall seek by 
every effort in our power to hasten its advent. Neither labour 
nor money will be spared in working out our great purpose, and 
we confidently rely on a continuance of that support for which 
we have every reason to be so grateful. Our path is straight 
before us; we cannot well miss it. We have no temptation to 
deviate on one side or the other; and when it has conducted us 
to the point we are seeking so anxiously, we are well assured of 
reaping the reward of our exertions—we shall prove the abundant

SKETCH OF THE BOMBARDMENT OF ARICA. 


In the latest edition of our last week’s impression we gave an 
account of the bombardment of Arica, in consequence of an insult 
offered by the Peruvian authorities to our consul, Mr. Wilson. Our 
sketch in the present number shows the British ship of war the 
Talbot throwing shells into the governor’s house; “thus teaching once 
more the lesson that the honour of the English flag is not to be 
trifled with.

[ the town. The British squadron engaged in {һе blockade of 
slay had information of the outrage communicated by Mr. Wilson, 
thé insulted consul, and her Majesty's ship Talbot was immediately 
Wispatched to Arica. It is said that water was refused this vessel. 
Our Peruvian minister, Mr. Adams, happened to be on board the 
Talbot, and considered the circumstances of. the case.so flagrant as 
to demand an immediate apology, which was required in the name of 
the British Government by the commander of the ‘Talbot. , The 
apology being refused, the ‘Talbot opened fire on the governor's re- 
sidence; several shells were thrown in, and this was represented as 
being only a beginning, and that the town would be bombarded, 
This prompt mode of dealing brought the authorities to better be- 
haviour; an ample apology was given, and tranquillity at once 
restored, It is not mentioned whether any persons were killed by 
the shells thrown from the Talbot. All the English residents at 
Arica were well looked after, and taken on board previous to opening 
fire; but when matters were settled they went on shore again. 

‘he town of Arica із close on the beach, іп a small bay, formed by 
a projecting bluff. It was sacked by Sir F. Drake in 1579; and, 
іп common With other places in Peru, has suffered much from earth- 
quakes, more particularly in November, 1608. It appears, however, 
successfully to have resisted the attacks of the Buccaneers, who 
twice attempted to reduce it. During the war of independence it 
was entirely desolated. There is a custom-house, a convent of 
}rancisean friars, also one of the order of San Juan de Dios, anda 
parish church dedicated to St. Mark. The population does not ex- 
eeed 400, the greater part of whom are Indians, The town is de- 
fended by two small forts of six guns each, and garrisoned by about 
fifty soldiers; it belongs to the see of Arequipa. i 

'Phe Talbot is one of that inconvenient class of ships known as 

the “jackass” frigates, She is an eight-and-twenty, built at Pem- 
broke in 1824, of 500 tons, 102 officers and men, 33 boys, and 25 ma- 
rines, under the command of Sir Г. К. J. Thompson, Bart. ; and 
has been some time in the Pacific as part of the squadron attached 
to the flag of Rear- Admiral Thomas.

INDIA AND CHINA. 
ARRIVAL OF THE INTERMEDIATE MAIL FROM CALCUTTA, 


By the arrival of the Bentinek at Suez, on the 14th of December, 
we have received advices from Calcutta on the 18th of November, 
Madras the 22d, Galle the 26th, Aden the 6th of December, and 
Alexandria the 19th. From Alexandria we learn “ that Lord El- 
phinstone had left on the 18th for Cairo, as also young Hardinge, 
who had arrived by the Hecla, ‘The post-office treaiy had been 
signed, and would go on by the Oriental,” eg 

The intelligence from India is not important. The Kolapore 
insurrection had been put down, but it proved of a more serious 
nature than was anticipated, ; 

The murder of Captain Alcock, of the 46th Native Infantry, on his 
way to Neemuch, has created a great sensation, and affords a melan- 
choly proof of the defective nature of our police, and the dangers to 
which travellers are exposed in our own territories.

The past month has not been prolific in events of a very stirring 
character. “The insurrection in the Kolapore country, which proved 
to be of a more serious character than we supposed, when last we 
wrote, has been put down, and the disturbed districts seem to 
be tolerably quiet. In this presidency nothing of a very important 
character has occurred. The Governor- General is still at the presi. 
dency, and rumour is silent on the subject of any intended move from 
the seat of government. He appears Чо be quietly perfecting him- 
self in the business of his administration; and such indications as 
have ус been manifested seem to point to a tranquil and pacific 
government, pregnant with good to the people of the soil, ‘There is 
no talk of a war in the Punjaub, orany other immediate employment 
of our troops, Even the civil war which many anticipated, in that 
long-agitated country, seems to be no longer imminent. . There was 
a deal of vapouring between the two chiefs, Нега and Goleb Singh, 
but, as we surmised, they were not in earnest, and nothing came of 
all their menaces, They have now come to a pacific understanding, 
and matters will be speedily settled, though probably only to be dis- 
turbed again. In the meanwhile, Sawum Mull, the Governor. of 
Moultan, one of the most able and energetic, and, at the same time 
the most moderate and respectable of the Seikh chiefs, has been 
gathered to his fathers. He was shot by a malefactor whilst sitting 
on the judgment seat, and, after lingering for a few days, died of his 
wound. He has been succeeded by his son, Mool Кај, “The in- 
teliigence from A ffghanistan is, as usual, not very clear and reliable: 
but it would seem that the dangers which Dost Mahomed appre- 
hended from the designs of the Usbegs and Tartars have blown over;

other dwing the depression of the past years, it is probable that this 
Important article would have been nearly unsaleable, and that a very 
great restriction of cultivation would have taken place. The im- 
provement in every branch of manufacture, both in England and 
upon the Continent, now gives confidence here thatthe consumption 
will keep pace with our supply; and though our planters may be de- 
ceived in this expectation, they will, in general, receive а remune-

The last advices from China 
are not so favourable, and our market,will consequently open at lower 
rates than was previously anticipated, but the fluctuations in this 
article are so great, owing to the extensive time bargains continually 
made in it by native capitalists, that it would not surprise us if last 
season’s prices were to be nearly maintained, 

The demand for British goods has latterly revived, and 6 de- 
scriptions are now eagerly sought for, notwithstanding the immense 
increase of supply during the past year, ‘There can be no doubt that 
a more general and extensive consumption is gradually taking place, 
and we expect very soon to find India at the head of the list of 
British exports. The home government will then, perhaps, become 
aware, how much it is in their power to do for the prosperity of. this 
country, and be furnished with a sufficient motive for undertaking 
it. The improvement in our overland communications, which we 
have reason to think will be effected next year, will, we hope, be the 
first step to a course of measures on the part of Government for the 
improvement of the most important of the British possessions, By 
it they will have brought us near enough to be heard, and it will be 
our own faults if we do not speak. 

It is with extreme grief that we announce the death, by murder, of 
Captain Alcock, of the Quartermaster-General’s department, It 
appears that he was proceeding to Neemuch from Cawnpore, and 
that in passing through the Mynpooree district he was barbarously 
murdered by villains who were lying in wait to assassinate the 
Magistrate, for whom they mistook poor Alcock. It would seem 
that the magistrate’s activity in pursuing the Dakoits, who had 
wounded a Mr, ‘Tucker last year, had rendered him the object of the 
vengeance which fell upon Captain Alcock. “The body was brought 
into Mynporee, and there interred with military honours. Hard to 
be reserved for a death of this kind after escaping a more glorious 
one while displaying his gallantry in the field of Maharajpore, for 
which, by the way, he received nothing, while some we could name, 
who were not near the scene till all was over, received their brevet 
promotion. j 

After the foregoing was in type, we were kindly fayoured with a 
letter from Cawnpore on the same melanchol subject: — I have 
Just heard the following dreadful murder :—'l'he deputy quarter- 
master-general, Captain Alcock, left Cawnpore by palkee dawk for 
Agra, on Thursday last, from whence he intended to march to Nus- 
Seerabad, He took an early dinner at Mrs. Clarkson's house, at 
Mynpocree, on Saturday, and left in high health and spirits towards 
evening, At Bhooreah Tallao he was attacked bya Dakoitee gang; 
he got out of his palkee and defended himself, with his sword umil 
they cut him across his wrists, when he ran towards the village calling 
for assistance, and one of the Dakoits then shot him dead. He was, 
it is evident, mistaken for the magistrate (Mr. Unwin), who had 
been hunting after this gang, and he (Mr. Unwin) also left Myn- 
pooree dawk, and alone that evening arrived at the village, two 
hours after, to ‘tind Captain Alcock sacrificed to the vengeance of 
these wretches for him. He returned with the body to Mynpooree, 
which was buried with all due honours on Sunday. The same leader 
of this Dakoitee attempted Captain ‘Tudor’s life last year, Is this 
not a dreadful outrage in the midst of our own’ territory ?

PRESIDENT TYLER'S MESSAGE. 


The American President's message is full of “ Annexation,” which 
seems to be set forth as a sine qua non. The President observes 
that there has been no material change in the foreign relations of the 
States since the last message was delivered. The nation, he says, із. 
at peace with all the world. ‘The negotiations between the govern- 
ment and Great Britain relative to the Oregon territory are repre- 
sented as still pending. The President recommends the establish- 
ment of military forts at suitable points along the line of land travel 
to that region, for the protection of emigrants. 

Allusion is made to the delays of the British government in 
settling some demands for the indemnity for asserted outrages under 
the treaty of Washingtcn, respecting the right of search, 

‘There has been some delay in running the N. Е. boundary line, in 
consequence of a failure on the part of Congress to supply the 
needful. 

The President is most determined on the annexation of Texas to 
the United States. He says that, in form, this question has been 
submitted to the ordeal of public sentiment, and that a controlling 
majority of the people, and a large majority of the states, have de- 
clared in favour of immediate annexation, Ву the treaty of annex- 
ation contemplated, the United States assumes the payment of the 
debts of ‘Texas, to an amount not exceeding 10,000,000 dollars, to be 
paid, with the exception of 400,000 dollars, out of the sale of her 
public lands. 

The condition of the treasury appears to be greatly improved. 
There will be a surplus of 700,000 dollars over and above the ex- 
isting appropriations. 

The Post Office department is also in a flourishing condition, and 
a reduction of the rates of postage is suggested. The President re- 
commends the establishment of a line of mail steam-ships to foreign 
ports, and thinks the example of the British government well worthy 
of imitation in this respect. 

‘Lhe revenues of the country, amounting the last four years to up- 
wards of 120,000 000 dollars, have been collectedand disbursed through 
the government agents without the loss, by default, of any amount 
worthy of serious commentary. This is made a subject of great 
congratulation, On the whole, the affairs of the Union appear to 
be flourishing; at all events they are so according to Mr. Ысыйт 
'T'yler's declarations, 

The proceedings of Congress are of little interest, except аз 
regards the consummation of the annexation project, “o that end 
Moe resolution has been reported to the House of Representatives. 
Mr. Benton has also introduced his mode of bringing about the 
iniquity, and if there is any delay in the passage of the measure it 
will be caused by disputes between its friends.

Inchbald then, although so seriously wounded, got up and 
followed Kendrew, who immediately went into the fields and saw по 
more of the deceased, The culprit asserted that he had no intention 
of robbing i Ir. Inchbala, but that he had committed the deed en- 
tirely out of revenge for the threat which he had used towards him. 
At the time Kendrew made this confession, he acknowledged the 
justness of his sentence, and appeared very penitent,

Essex. — BURGLARY, AND CAPTURE or THE THIEF UNDER EXTRA- 
ORDINARY CIRCUMSTANCES. — In the morning of Sunday last, the 
22d instant, about one o'clock, the family of Mr. Robert Cutler, of 
Little Yeldham, were alarmed by a loud explosion in the lower part 
of the house, as of firearms. Mr. R. Marsh, son-in-law of Mr. Cut- 
ler, immediately got out of bed, and looking out at a back window 
perceived a quantity of smoke issuing from the back premises, He 
then aroused the other members of the family, and ran down stairs 
almost in a state of nudity, when he found the house full of smoke, 
and the back part of it on fire, Assistance soon being at hand, the 
flames were speedily extinguished, and but little damage was done. 
Che inmates, now somewhat recovered from their fright, observed 
that the premises had been entered by a window, which had been 
forced out, and that part of the roof had been carried off from the 
effects of the explosion; they also found a large pool of blood, and 
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traced spots of the samc to a cottage near, in the occupation of a man 
named Cook. On being called up, Cook stated that his boy Haggai 
had just arrived home wounded, and nearly dead, alleging that he | 
had sustained his injuries from somebody who had shot at him as he 
was coming over the Hall Green, but on Mr. Cutler confronting the 
boy, he acknowledged that he broke into the house and caused the 
disaster above described. The boy's statement was, that he and an- 
other Jad, named Dearaley, had the evening before been to a raffle in 
the village, and on leaving they agreed to break in and rob the pre- 
mises in question; but they effected an entrance into the back 
kitchen by cutting a window with a pocket knife, and removing a 
shutter ; but having got so fur, they found further progress arrested 
by bars and bolts, and finding nothing there to suit them, were about 
to depart, when he (Cook) said, © I'll see what's in the oven.” In 
his search he found ۵ canister, which he supposed to contain tea, but 
instead of which there was in it about three-quarters.of a pound of 
gunpowder; on pulling off the lid he poured outa small quantity, 
which immediately ignited the: whole. - J'he: explosion carried off 
part of the roof of the building, forced out a window, aud set fire to 
various articles in the oven, besides doing other damage; it also shat- 
tered the boy’s thumb, carried away part of his tongue, and inflicted a 
very large scalp wound, his head, face, and eyes presenting a frightful 
appearance, A.surgeon, who was immediately sent for, dressed his 
wounds, and although maimed as above described, he is likely to re- 
covers when he will be brought before the ,magistrates upon. the 
charge. Cook, although young in years, is said:to be hardened in 
crime; he is about fifteen years of age, of diminutive stature, and has 
been several times brought before the magistrates and committed for 
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SEIZURE OF THE ARGENTINE SQUADRON.‏ 


We have a file of the Buenos Ayres “ British Packet” to the 
12th of October. ‘The following account of what the “ Packet” de- 
scribes as “ a scandalous outrage,” perpetrated by Captain Voorhees, 
of the United States frigate Congress, against the vessels of the 
Argentine squadron, off Montevideo, though obviously one-sided, will 
be read with interest ; — 


Early on the morning of the 29th ult. an armed pilot-boat schooner, bearing | Bave an а 
y 8 p screamed, “ The house is on fire,’ and went up to the 


the Oriental flag, was seen standing out from the shore; upon which the 
Argentine vessels, suspecting her to be one of Garibaldi's craft, placed them- 
selves in readiness to act according to circumstances. This suspicion was, how- 
ever, soon removed by the confidence with which she approached till within a 
short distance of the Argentine corvette Twenty-fifth of May, when she an- 
chored. A boat was immediately sent from the corvette to bring the com- 
mander on board, when it was ascertamed that she was the Oriental schooner of 
war Saneala, one of the small vessels lately armed by the legal President for the 
purpose cf protecting the commerce of the Buseo against the piratical depre- 
dations of Garibaldi. It was learned that on her way out she had taken several 
fishing boats, and had pursued another so close that it escaped only by taking 
refuge on board a merchant bark in the harbour. ‘The commander of the 
Sancala having delivered some despatches from President Oribe, of which he 
was the bearer, retuened to his vessel, which immediately got under weigh to 
return to the Buseo. Shortly afterwards it was observed that the bark in the 
harbour which had ‘given refuge to the fishing boat апа which it has subse- 
quently been ascertained is the Rosalva, having on board Silas Burroughs, 
owner ofthe ship Herald, scized some time ago by the Argentine squadron — 
having hoisted the American flag and sent a boat on board the United States 
frigate Congress, the laiter had manned her boats and despatched them in 
pursuit ,of the Sancala, which they boarded, and, hauling down the Oriental 
flag, hoisted in its stead the American ensign and pennant, the Oriental com- 
mander and crew being sent prisoners on board of the Congress. About this 
time the Argentine schooner of war, Ninth of July, which had been cruising 
during the morning, was returning to her anchorage, and when within half- 
gunshot of the American brig of war Bainbridge, the Sancala, now transformed 
into Jan American vessel of war. and which had taken up л position near the 
latter, ordered the Niuth of July to send a boat on board, which demand being 
complied with, the officers and crew were made prisoners, and American boats 
were manned and despatched to take possession of the Ninth of July, which was 
easi y effected, as no hostile intention was suspected. Simultaneously with 
this extraordinary transaction, the United States frigate Congress got under 
vagn and coming close alongside the Argentine corvette 'Ewenty-fiith of May 
fired a guo, and ordered Captain Fitton to strike his flag, which, of course, 


the latter refused to do, requesting at the same time to be informed of the t 


cause of such an abrupt and singular proceeding. Captain Voorhees, how- 
ever, declined giving any explanation; but, leaving the Twenty-fifth of May, 
made sail towards tre Argentine brigantine of war Republicano, which hap- 
pened to be under weigh, and coming up with her sent his boats on board to 
take possession, which was as easily accomplished as in the case 
July, the officers in both instances being sent on board the frigate, after being 
obliged to surrender the keys of the magazines and arm-chests. Whilst this 
was going on, Captain Fitton sent a boat with an officer on poard the Congress, 
again begging to be acquainted with the cause of these astounding acts of hosti- 
lity, but the request was utterly disregarded, aud the officer and crew of the boat 
made prisoners. A‘ter the Republicano had been secured, the Congress re- 
turned alongside the Twenty-fifth of May, when Captain Voorhees again sum- 
moned Captain Fitton to strike, which the latter again peremptorily refused to 
do unless forcibly compelled. Whereupon the Congress fired & shot over the 
Twenty-fifth of May, and Captain Fitton, regarding resistance 5 useless from 
the immense disparity of force, fired another shot and hauled down his colours. 
Upon this Captain Voorhees despatched his first lieutenant, with two beats, to 
take possession of the T'wenty-fitth of May, which was done in the same manner 
as in the case of the two other Argentine vessels. Captain Fitton was imme- 
diately sent on board of the Congress, when Captain Voorhees deigned, for the 
first time, to explain the motives of his outrageous proceedings, which was the 
allegation that some of the musket-shots fired by the Oriental armed schooner 
Sancala, in pursuit of the fishing boat, had struck the American merchant bark 
Rosalva. Captain Fitton then informed him what the fact of the flag ought 
sufficiently to have indicated — that the Sancala did not belong to the Argentine 
naval forces accidentally under his command, and that he had never seen her be- 
fore that morning; but that he understood she was one of the craft armed by 
the legal Government for the protection of neutral vessels trading to the port of 
Buseo, After this declaration, Captain Voorhees, perceiving that he had been 
a little hasty, signified to Captain Fitton and his officers that they were 
to return to their respective vessels and hoist their flags; but Captain Fitton 
energetically protested against the gross insult that had veen offered to the flag 
of the republic, and refused to hoist it again without ample reparation, or before 
receiving orders from his Government. The Argentine officers, however, re- 
turned to their vessels, when it was found that six seamen, foreigners by birth, 
who had voluntarily entered the service, after receiving a large bounty, had 
been taken from the Republicano, and that all the fishermen prisoners had been 
set at liberty.

Such was the state of things when Commodore Toll, the new cam- 
modore of the Argentine squadron off Montevideo, arrived, and this otticer 
ordered the vessels to resume their colours, Captain Pinedo succeeding Captain 
Fitton in the command of the ‘I'wenty-fifth of May. Commodore Toll imme- 
diately notified to the neutral naval commanders the re-establishment of the 
blockade that has been momentarily suspended through an abuse ot force as 
ignoble as it is outrageous, At the date of the last advices the Sancala, with 
her commander and crew, was still detained by the Congress, under pretence 
that no papers were found on board of her ; just as if it was customary or neces- 
sary for small armed craft to carry papers when not going beyond the waters of 
the country to which they belong. The greatest excitement prevailed at Buenos 
Ayres in consequence of these proceedings.

In our latest edition of last week 
we gave the speech of the King of 
the елер The engraving which 
we now append gives an accurate 
idea of the appearance of Louis 
Philippe while in the Chamber de- 
livering the Royal Speech. 

The fog was so dense, and the 
distance at which the public was 
kept by the troops was so great, 
that it was impossible to catch a 
glimpse of the royal cortége as it 
passed along the quers from the 
Tuileries to the Palace of the 
Chamber of Deputies. A consider- 
able military force had been called 
out on the occasion, and twelve 
battalions of National Guards, with 
an equal number of troops, lined 
the quays on the passage of their 
Majesties.

Gentlemen, Peers, and Deputies, 

At the moment your last session 
closed, complications, which might have 
become serious, were the object of my so- 
licitude.

CONSECRATION OF THE NEW 

PROTESTANT CHURCH AT 
MALTA. 

It must be generally known in 
England, that when her Majesty 
the Dowager Queen Adelaide 
visited Malta in the Hastings some 
two or three years ago, she very 
considerately and graciously left а 
sum of money for the erection of а 
new Protestaut church, to be dedi- 
cated to St. Paul, and appointed 

„eight gentlemen as a committee to 
superintend the building of this her 
free and munificent gift. On Fri- 
day, the 1st of November, the church 
was sufliciently finished to admit of 
divine service being performed, and 
consequently of consecration, the 
account of which we take from the 
“ Malta Times of Tuesday, No- 
vember the 5th: — 

All things having been prepared 
for the consecration, the morning 
dawn of the 1st of November —АП 
Saints’ Day —saw the royal stan- 
dard of England floating from the 
unfinished cupola of the new 
church, as also the episcopal flag at 
the bishop's residence ; other flags 
were flying at the palace and va- 
rious consulates in honour of the 
day. 

At eleven o'clock therg could not 
have been less than 900 persons in 
the church; even the very side 
aisles were filled with chairs. His 
lordship the Bishop of Gibraltar 
now began the ceremony of conse- 
cration by walking round the out- 
side of the church, reciting the 
prayers, the cross carried before 
him, and followed by his clergy, 
His Excellency the Governor of 
Malta, Admiral Owen, Sir H. 
Greig, Col. Balneavis, Col. Tylden, 
Col. Bayley, Мт. Fletcher, Hon. 
J. Aspinal, a great number of 
civil employés, and naval and mili- 
tary officers. In this order of pro- 
cession they entered the church, 
and walked up the centre aisle to 
the communion table, reciting 
psalms and responses. The bishop 
then walked down the aisle and 
back again to his seat on a chair in 
the chancel, onthe right hand side'of 
the communion table. The Rev. 
Mr. Mules sat in the other on the 
left. These chairs are very like 
some that we remember to have 
seen in some old chapel in Eng- 
land, quite in a Gothic style, but 
without a cross upon the top. 

After the usual preliminary 
prayers by the bishop, the arch- 
deacon began the morning service. 
His lordship then ascended the 
pulpit, and addressed the congre- 
gation from the Ephesians, ii. 
19th and following verse. After 
the sermou a collection was made 
by the following gentlemen: — 
Captain Cumberland, 494 R.H. ; 
Captain Adams, 88th; Lieut. Bed- 
ford, R.N., and Messrs. Leonard 
and Sparkes, amounting to 1120. 

At the close of the ceremony а 
royal salute was fired from Fort 
St. Angelo and H.M.S. Formi- 
dable, 

We have been favoured with the 
accompanying view of the interior 
of the church by an eminent artist 
at Malta, and, from the evidence of 
persons who have frequently seen 
it, we are able to testify to its ac- 
curacy. St. Paul's is placed on a 
ae site, overlooking the 
quarantine harbour, and is one of 
the first objects which meets the 
eye of a stranger on approaching 
the island from the north or the 
west. “This building, which was 
faulty in its original plan, has been 
brought into its present state by the 
skill of Mr. Scamp, the successor 
of the first architect. The spire, 
when finished, will be about 20 
fcet high, and about 300 ‘above the 
level of the sea. The body of the 
church and the portico are not un- 
like those of St. Martin’s-in-the- 
Fields in their exterior aspect; and 
the beauty of the stone of which it 
is built gives it a very striking ap- 
pearance. ‘The internal effect is 
still better. It has a semi-circular 
chancel, and is divided into a nave 
and two side aisles by two rows of 
beautiful Corinthian pillars. With 
the exception of two pews, one for 
the governor and the other for the 
admiral, the seats are all open with 
backs. The whole of the seats, 
stalls, pulpit, and reading desk are 
of English oak. ‘The cover for 
the communion table, with the 
cushions and other fittings, is of 
crimson velvet, and the general in- 
terior appearance is that of a very 
handsome English church. ‘The 
communion plate, which is of silver 
gilt, is the gift of Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Sir H. F. Bouverie, the late

INDIAN AFFAIRS, 
Ir our disasters in Cabul сап, under any circumstances, be 
looked upon with any feelings but those of the most striking humi- 
liation —if it be possible to regard them with a sense other than 


“a sense of the most poignant shame — if, in short, we could any- 


how be reconciled to the retreat of the British flag before igno- 


‘rant, insolent, unscrupulous barbarians, it would be because it 


has created a general interest — an interest: in the public mind 
in respect of India which had no previous existence. With 
the exception of those connected either mediately or imme- 
diately with the country, the public seemed scarcely to care 
whether India was at the bottom of the sea or not. There was 
no popular sympathy for the place. Men felt about it, and about 
the contests of which it had been’ the theatre, as they did about 
Old Rome and its battles; they believed in their existence, but 


‘so utterly unlike were they to things they themselves witnessed, 


that'their belief was a shadowy sceptical sort of thing. We have 


“now come to know,’ to understand, to think about India; and

It is а fact, that, whilst an incompetent and: most ignorant 
Governor-General was permitted to run, unimpeded, his ruinous, 
his fatal course — was permitted, untebuked, to рте a policy 
that eventuated in the destruction of a British“atiny and the 
dishonour of the British name; his ‘successor, not only not in- 
competent, but really most competent — not only not ignorant, 


‘recent events have persuaded us that India is not governed as she 


‘but, in point of fact, most knowing — who retrieved our‘national 


honour, vindicated our claim as the ruling people in Itidia, re- 


stored to our arms that prestige which of yore rendered them 


invincible — who had, moreover, gathered néw laurels for our 
chaplet of renown — із Governor-General was recalled by an 
authority competent to sueh an act, “and an authority understood 
to be supreme in the management of: Indian affairs. Such being 
the fact, can we possibly credit that our arrangements in that vast 
country are such as consult those great interests we are bound to 
conserve? Weare not of that political school’ which counts 
kingdoms as farms fdr the yielding of so much: gain to ingenious 
Speculators; we'are not of those, or with’ those, who look upon 
empire as а mattér 01 profit or loss. We owe a duty to that vast 
native population that has submitted itself to our rule: Ie has a 
right to claim from us the blessings of that good government 
which а loftier civilisation — а purer religion — enable üsto 
bestow, Whatever legal, we have no moral, right ٥٥ 1168166٥ 7 
claims upon us; and if we would be judged of favourably by that 
inexorable ‘posterity, at whose bar we must ‘héreafter, in the 
course of time, necessarily stand, we shall be wary how we 
govern India, Base, grasping, selfish, we cannot fail to appear, 


unless we govern India wisely and well. The first appearance 
of things is clearly against us. What business have we in 
India? This is the interrogatory naturally suggested ; but this 
is an interrogatory that can well be answered if, in our govern- 
ment of [ndia, we promote the happiness, improve the morals, and 
conserve and extend the interests of the natives. ‘The possibility 
of doing this whilst incompetence is prefered to competence, whilst 
blundering is petted, and skill is discountenanced, does not very 
clearly appear. The East India Company are, in fact, the 
Governors-General of India; and whether, after our experience of 
their management, we shall consent to their continuing to be so, 
is a question more easily put than answered. What great men 
employed in their service have they not thwarted? CLIVE, 
WARREN HASTINGS — yes! WARREN HASTINGS ; WELLESLEY, 
MOIRA, and ELLENBOROUGH, can reply to the inquiry. 6 
Great Duke himself complained bitterly of their ingratitude; and 
there has hardly been one man of worth and talent who has 
laboured for India under their auspices that they have not chilled 
by their neglect or opposed by their influence. 

‘It is impossible to deny that the civil service in India has 
produced men of undoubted capacity. In our own day it has pro- 
duced SIR CrrARLES METCALFE —a man of unrivalled tact, sin- 
gular self-possession, and owning a most happy facility of recon- 
ciling discordant and conflicting politics. He is a sort of anti- 
thesis to the Narrers; and India wants both. Sır CHARLES 
METCALFE is now evincing his talents, his noble rectitude, his 
unswerving principle, in a region very different from that wherein 
he first distinguished himself, and is giving ample proof that an 
Indian training is not incompatible with the exhibition of the 
highest qualities of statesmanshi р. So far are we disposed favour- 
ably to view the Indian Civil Service; but we cannot help 
detecting, in reference to this service, a capital defect in the 
policy of the directors, and a source of injury to Indian interests. 

There is a peculiar talent needed in the handling of large 
bodies of men — in directing all large military operations. This is 
a talent to which all military men cannot pretend. "Tis after all 
arare talent, and is even sometimes possessed, as history shows us, 
by men in a civil capacity. But still it is not to such men we 
should habitually refer for such skill. Though a military educa- 
tion confers no such talent, it tends to its development, it disposes 
to its exhibition, and qualifies for its perfections. We look for it in 
the man of the sword rather than in the man of the pen. But so 
look not the Directors of the Honourable East India Company. 

They send out their armies, headed, it may be, by gallant, dis» 
tinguished, and skilful officers—men whose hair has grown grey in 
the midst of battle-fires ; and with these officers and armies they 
send out a sort of general-in-chief, in the shape of a young gentle- 
man, a very late importation from Haileybury — very clever in 
Sanscrit, with very original notions about Bactrian chronology, 
eminently skilful in law, geography, Roman history, and the 
Greek dramatists, and, in addition, with about as much military 
knowledge as would save a subaltern of the Most Honourable 
the Lumber Troop from being broken in} disgrace on a grand 
parade day, 

‘This interference of the “ politicals,” as they are called, with 
the military has caused more than one disaster in India ; and it is 
impossible it should be otherwise. The whole history of our 
occupation of Cabul is one striking testimony to the folly, the 
atrocious folly of a system that places, practically, at the head of 
an army one who cannot from his education or 
sumed to know anything about its manazement. 

Now to what conclusion does this statement point ?

The King of Hanover, says a German journal, has ordered that a monument, 
similar to that of Queen Louisa of Prussia, and which will cost 200,000 thalers, 
shall be erected in honour of his late queen, in front of the palace of Herren- 
hausen, near his capital, 

T. A. Mitchell, Esq., М.Р. for Bridport, has distributed amongst the poor of 
the borough a large quantity of blankets, which, at this inclement season, cannot 
fail to be acceptable. 

The Repeal Association met as usual on Monday, but the proceedings pre- 
sented no novelty.

January. 

It is confidently asserted that Mr. Adams has expressed an opinion that the 
annexation of ‘Texas without a war with Mexico will take place; that Great 
Britain will do nothing more than protest; but that she will probably, by an ar- 
rangement with Spain, take possession of Cuba. 

By the late accounts from the Holy City, Nauvoo, the Mormons appear to have 
settled down into a state of tranquillity. They boast that their great and magni- 
ficent temple will be completed in a few months. 

An advance of 10s. per ton has taken place in the price of Welsh iron, while the 
price of Staffordshire iron has advanced 14.

T THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 

A е is an argument sometimes used adversely to а return to а 
Just and symbolic currency in England, namely, that it is calculated 
unduly to enhance prices, and to render fixed incomes insufficient 
for all the purposes for which they are now available. 

If it can be proved, as we believe itl was in our notice of the 
subject lust week, that the existing circulating medium involves 
flagrant injustice to the producing classes in the present day, no par- 
tial inconvenience, like that pointed out, to another and much smaller 
class, should deter statesmen from weighing the whole bearings of 
the case, and from determining to effect that which can be proved to 
be just. A course of justice would, in the end, be more safe to the 
fundholder; for on the present system of increasing the value of 
money by rendering all engagements dischargeable in gold at the 
mint price, the impossibility of ultimate payment of our indebted- 
ness is threatened by the operation of every legislative change that 
has taken place. 

' The Bill of 1819 has been shown to have increased the larger por- 
tion of the debt, which was contracted during the war, nearly qua- 
druple, when compared with the rate at which it was incurred, and 
with the price of corn and other produce at that time, It were de- 
cidedly better for those dependent on the funds to receive their divi- 
dends in a circulating medium which would enable the government 
to raise from existing taxation suflicient to discharge, as was the 
сазе some years after the war, several millions of the public debt 
annually; while they would be saved from a repetition of those re- 
ductions of interest to which they have of late years been subject. 
They need not in such case be under apprehension of their principal 
materially falling in marketable value, since in time of profound 
peace no large demands for subsidies will occur, such as caused the 
former depressions in funded property. And they must know that 
if another European war were to break out, a Bank Restriction Act 
in its worst form, would be immediately necessary. 

Far better would it be at once to set gold free, as any other com- 
modity. Our exporters would then sell our manufactures to foreign 
countries with 4 sum of profit that would cause England, as the rich- 
est nation of the world, to possess the largest portion of the precious 
metals compared with the population. Then, and only then, what- 
ever sanguine agriculturists may occasionally hold forth as attainable 
under our present system, could England profitably become ап ex- 
porting country of the produce of her soil. Under our present gold 
equivalent system of currency the productive energies of the nation 
are tied and bound down as with a metallic chain, which, if not soon 
removed, will, itis to be feared, some day be impatiently burst asunder; 
and then, we ask, where will be the security of the fundholder ? 5 

Under a currency convertible into gold only at the market price 
prices would rise to that equitable level in the home market that 
would permit taxation to be added to thé prices at which the pro- 
ductions could reach the consumer; and competition, as it always 
has done, among an intelligent and enterprising population like that 
of England, would effectually prevent prices rising beyond the point 
that honest and active trade required for remuneration. It is true 
oe during the war prices rose in some cases extremely high; but 
ce be eneo there were no imports from abroad introduced, 
тоу б bean at low protective duties, and having the elfect of in- 
eae е competition.

‘The 
foreign importer, having sold his produce at the best price in the mar- 
kets of England, would no longer, as he is now, be tempted to take gold 
as fixed by Act of Parliament, and rendered the cheapest commodity of 
the kingdom in which he could realise ; he would be induced, rather, to 
take our manufactures; while the home merchant, who speculates on 
imports in return for shipments from abroad, would no longer find 
when his foreign purchases arrived here, a constantly falling mar- 
ket, till it has become in some of our ports an acknowledged fact 
that never, for several years, were the losses on imports so large as 
during that just terminated.

POSTSCRIPT. 


DEATH OF MAJOR GENERAL SIR WILLIAM NOTT, G.C.B. 


It is our melancholy duty to announce that General Sir William Nott, G.C.B., 
died at Carmarthen at about a quarter before two a.m. on Wednesday. For 
some time past it has been deeme almost impossible that the General could re- 
cover, and, in fact, he has been lying in a state of insensibility for the last two or 
three days. The nature of his disease —an enlargement of the heart — pre» 
cluded all possibility of his existing for any lengthened period, although it was 
hoped his native air would reinvigorate him, and enable him to live for some 
years in the possession of his hard-earned honours and wealth. The severity of 
the weather, however, joined to the state of weakness to which he had been re- 
duced by the forced journeys he was compelled to take, in order to reach Wales, 
and the excitement consequent upon the triumphal reception he met with at 
each town on his route, all contributed to weaken a constitution naturally strong, 
but which had been exposed to the numerous vicissitudes of an Indian climate.{ 

This illustrious officer, for his firmness, his patriotism. and deeds at Kandahar 
fully entitle him to the epithet, was born at Neath, in Glamorganshire, in the 
year 1780, and consequently was in the sixty-fifth year of his age. His father, 
who was an Englishman, kept the principal inn at that place when his son was 
born, and at the same time cultivated a farm of considerable extent. Being a 
man of some property and interest, he obtained an appointment for his son in 
the army, who speedily distinguished himself by attention to his duties and skill 
in his profession. He had been many years in India, where he served with 
honour and credit, but his name was not prominently brought forward till the 
Caubul expedition attracted the universal attention of the public to the officers 
who had the chief command in that vast army. Among these Nott shone forth 
with peculiar lustre. The admirable manner in which he led on his division, 
and the rapidity with which he attacked and captured forts and stations 
on the line of march, is well known, but no part of his military conduct 
can at all be compared to that at Kardahar, where he was isolated from 
the other troops, surrounded by hostile and savage tribes, and what was more 
distressing than all, harassed and almost overpowered with sorrow at the pros- 
pect of being compelled to obey the orders of the Governor-General, and retreat 
upon Sukkur without even making an attempt to avenge the disasters of Caubul. 
His firmness, his prudence, and his passive resistance on this trying occasion are 
entitled to the highest praise, and contributed 11 small degrée to the long, 
wished-for march upon the capital of Affghanistan, and the g orious result of 
that brief but laborious campaign.’ When summoned by Lord Ellenborough to 
retreat without striking a blow, he showed by the most wary conduct that he 
could not comply, and that to abandon British subjects treacherously kidnapped 
into captivity would be a national disgrace. His remonstrances on the occasion 
display both his spirit and his good sense. He could move forward, he said, like 
a true-hearted soldier, but retreat was impossible ; he never gave up the idea of 
again visiting Caubul. Fortunately the Government sent further. orders not to 
advance, but to leave the matter to the discretion of the general. He advanced 
with his little brave army, reached Caubul about the same time with the divisions 
under General Pollock, and had the inexpressible joy and self-satisfaction of 
beholding, again, the British standard floating on the towers of the Bala Hissar. 
This was no ordinary triumph. ‘The gallant officer brought back his troops in 
good order to India ; bad health soonfafterwards compelled him to return to his 
native land, to the sorrow of his family, his countrymen in Wales, and the public 
at large ; after а sojourn of but a few months, he has been hurried out of life, not 
from age, but from disease brought on in a climate where he had served his coun- 
try so well.

He wished to be allowed 
to go home on urgent business, but the coroner stated that, at the present stage 
of the business, he must be held in strict custody until Saturday, to which time 
the inquest was adjourned. The medical gentleman attended, and stated that it 
would be necessary to analyse the contents of the deceased's stomach before ke 


could make his report.

THE TEMPLE. 


Probably no single locality in the metropolis is more rife with in- 
terest and rich in old associations than “The Temple.” The 
“ Knights’ Templars” used to dwell within the precincts of the 
place, and hence its designation. They removed from their former 
residence in Holborn to the Temple in 1184, in the reign of 
Henry L., when it was then termed ч The New Temple.” In 1313 
Edward 11. gave the New Temple, in Fleet Street, to Aymer de 
Valence, Earl of Pembroke; after whose demise it [passed into the 
hands of the Knights of St. John of Jerusalem, from whom the pre- 
mises of the Inner Temple were soon after leased by the common 
law students, while those of the outer were leased by Valter Staple- 
ton, Bishop of Exeter, the Lord Treasurer, who was beheaded in 
1326. On the dissolution, in the reign of Henry VIH., of religious 
houses, the Temple became the property of the crown, the inmates 
being then the royal tenants. Now the Temple is the central point 
of London, while in the time of Charles 11. it was quite the suburbs 
of the city. In 1608, King James gave the Temple to the prac- 


titioners and students of the law. Many of our greatest men have 
there from Clif- 


inhabited the түе — Coke апа Selden Seat l 
ford's Inn; while Bacon, Edmund Burke, Raleigh, Judge Jeffries, 
Sir Christopher Hatton, and Littleton resided there. Beaumont 


the poet and associate of Fletcher, Oliver Goldsmith, Dr. Johnson, 
and Cowper were likewise inhabitants of this ancient seat of learning, 
to say nothing of many other distinguished ornaments to their 
country’s literature.

‘The general 
impression is, that this screen was formed from the spoils of the 
Spanish armada. The records of the society, however, show it was 
set up thirteen years previous to the armada putting to sea, There 
exists, also, another equally vulgar error—that it was formed in imi- 
tation of the front of Somerset House, as seen from the Strand. 
‘Tx Inner Temere Gare, in Fleet Street, was erected in the 
fifth year of James L.’s reign, the house above the entrance at the 
same time being decorated with the Prince of Wales’ feather — the 
promising Prince Henry. The old Middle ‘Temple gate-house was 
built by Sir Amias Paulet, who put Wolsey, when a lad, in the 
stocks for drunkenness and riot at a fair, Wolsey revenged himself 
afterwards by shutting Sir Amias up for several years in this gate- 
house. Here he re-edified his prison, and sumptuously garnished 
the outside with cardinals’ hats and arms, and sundry devices, ‘The 
present Middle Temple Gate was erected on the site of Paulet's 
gate-house in 1684, and said to have been designed by Sir Chris.

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A SCENE FROM THE PANTOMIME AT THE 8URREY— KING SOvEREIGN’S SURPRISE, 
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THEATRES. 

The question of theatres this week resolves itself into a question 
of pantomimes; and the usual quantum of materiel has been fur- 
nished, if not the same proportion of fun and frolic, to render such a 
species of performance of general interest. At the “merrie time of 
yule” the theatres are looked forward to by the juvenile portion of 
the community more especially as a means of a few hours’ relaxation 
during the holidays; and the reminiscences of the frowning school- 
usher and the pending “rod” are for the moment drowned in the 
contemplation of the graceful Columbine, the tightly-clad Harle uin, 
and the unfortunate Pantaloon, and still more unfortunate Fool. 
The Christmas pudding is washed down in a hurry at an early dinner 
by a glass of old port, to arrive in due time at the theatre; and the 
curtain rises to a house more than half filled with the chubby little 
faces of joyous little children, sitting in the front row like Lilliputian 
critics, beating time with their fingers on the soft velvet circle to 
the orchestra. Before noticing the pantomimic doings, however, we 
must mention the novelties that have beon introduced at the different 
houses, amongst which the most prominent are Mr. Henry Betty, at 
Covent Garden, who has been playing to crowded houses in the 
Lady of Lyons, and in Shakspeare' Hamlet. The beautiful, 
light, and fanciful opera of L'Italiana in Algera, by Rossini, has 
been produced at the Princess’, while that worthy successor of 
Astley, Mr. Batty, has introduced the excellent plan, especially for 
children, of giving day-performances, the first of which took 
place on Tuesday. We must content ourselves with saying 
that the amusement afforded by his equestrian pageantry, added 
to the feats of the South American Minstrels, was much enjoyed 
by an elegant and select, rather than full audience. When English 
travellers find themselves in Germany, they express astonishment 
at going to the Opera at five or six o'clock, and finding themselves in 
bed at ten. We trust, however, Mr. Batty's plan will be followed by 
other houses, for the convenience of those who, from occupation or 
ill-health, cannot attend at so late an hour as the present system en- 
tails. To return to the pantomimes. That at Drury Lane, the first 
house in rank, is the worst in pantomimic art. The late distressing 
occurrence caused * the funeral baked meals "to coldly furnish forth 
the tables of joy and hilarity. „The piece is entitled Puck's Panto- 
mime; or Harlequin and Robinson Crusoe. Mr. Wieland made а 

raceful Harlequin; but the character, of course, afforded him but 
fittle scope for his agile feats, At COVENT GARDEN, under the able 
management of M. Laurents, this species of entertainment has been 
better gotup. Harlequin Crotchet and Quaver is a passing satire of 
the ‘music for the million” rage of the day, interspersed with many 
smart hits at men and things. ‘There are some very excellently painted 
scenes by Marshall, and some neat. songs by the performers; but 
above all, the beautiful dancing of Mademoiselles Adéle and Louise 
appeared to attract the most. Atthe Haymanxer, Мг, Webster has 
presented us with Graciosa and Percinet, adapted by Planché, and a 
Diorama by Phillips, representing a pictorial tour in Switzerland, 
Planché’s burlesque is an elegant and amusing опе, free from 
vulgar allusions too often found in these extravaganzas. ‘The arch 
Priscilla Horton also, in the course of the piece, BE charmingly; 
and, altozether, the Christmas fare is attractive. ext comes the 
Lyceum, which, “taken for all in all,” has furnished the best panto- 
mime of the day. 
Orson, —the former played by Mrs. Keeley, and the latter 
by (query) her better half, These two talented artistes keep the house 
in а тоаг of laughter from beginning to end. Mrs, Keeley sings 
some songs in her own neat style; and Miss Farebrother reviews a 
division of ladye warriors with as much precision as the Duke of 
Wellington himself, and certainly with more grace; while some ex- 
cellent imitations of Mr. Macready’s acting are given by Mr. Wigan. 
The scenery is beautiful. ‘The Princess's has pressed Mr. A‘Becket 
into its service, who has adapted the Miller and his Men in his own 
happy style, 14 is replete with rich jokes, and has the slight alter- 
ation in the title, of Joe Miller and his Меп. ‘The Christmas fare at the 
А реги consists of not a very “dainty dish to set before aking, ' being 
entitled Cat's Castle; or Harlequin and the King of the Rats, in which 
some clever acting is visible; but the introduction wants curtailment; 
it is tedious. ‘The respective reviews of the Cat and Rat armies is 
too long. The most attractive part is the panoramic views, well 
painted, of Tahiti, Tangier, and Mogador, together with scenes at 
home, of BlairJAthol, and the Investiture of Louis Philippe with the 
Garter at Windsor. Barry's Circus, although last, is not the least 
amusing in its caterings for the entertainment of holiday folks; 
Harlequin ; or Johnny Gilpin's Ride, is a complete history of the well- 
known story of Gilpin. A view of Cheapside in 1725, the renowned 
bell at Edmonton, and the village and turnpike, are given with faith- 
ful accuracy, while the ride of poor Gilpin, on his runaway steed, is 
well managed; and the various feats of the actors are well worthy a 
night’s attention. The Surreyites have had their full share also of 
these periodical representations, Mr. Nelson Lee has prepared the 
pantomime of Pounds, Shillings, and Pence. many points of which are 
highly amusing; and Herr Van Joel contributes towards keeping the 
house in good humour, and giving some of his clever imitations of 
birds. Miss Davenport, of the Огуммс, is also amusing full houses 
with Bogie; or Harlequin Lazy Dick and Mother Luddleham, the 
Witch of Epping. To enter analytically into all the above pantomimes 
іє unnecessary, inasmuch as many of them bear great resemblance, 
from the fact of their containing allusions tothe most prominent men 
and things of the day. Some of the Witticisms are very smart; and the 
present Lord Mayor, Mr. Churchwarden Gibbs, is especially made 
the subject of ridicule and sarcasm, Certain it is, he has no need to 
complain of popular neglect.

YORK. — Execution. — The murderer, William Kendrew, un- 
derwent the extreme sentence of the law on Monday forenoon in

yond that, betrayed no emotion or fear. It was observed, however, 
that as the executioner was adjusting the rope, a shivering spasm 
crossed his frarhe, while his chest heaved convulsively, After being 
suspended the usual time, the hody was cut down, and taken within 
the gaol, where it was buried in accordance with his sentence, A 
young man was detected, almost at the foot of the scaffold, in the act of 
picking pockets, (So much for the value of hanging criminals to

SUBREY SESSIONS. 


The general quarter sessions for the county of Surrey commenced on Tuesday 
morning, at the Court House, St. Mary, Newington. There was a very nume- 
rous attendance of magistratesjupon the bench, amongst whom we noticed the 
county members. The calendar, although containing the names of only thirty- 
three prisoners since the last session for this county, was, in point of the nature 
of the criines with which the several prisoners were charged, what might be 
termed a heavy one. The various prisoners were classified in such a manner as 
to present the respective degrees of education possessed by each. Out of the 
thirty-three prisoners so classified, only four could read and write well, fourteen 
could read and write very imperfectly, and the remainder were wholly unable to 
either read or write. Thirty-one of the prisoners for trial were charged with 
felony, the other two being misdemeanants. The grand jury having been sworn, 
the chairman briefly addressed them. After the grand jury had retired, the court 
entered upon the usual county business, 
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POLICE. 

MARLBOROUGH STREET. — EMBEZZLEMENT. — Frederick William Parker, for- 
merly clerk to Mr. Winch, livery-stable keeper, Great Windmill Street, was 
brought up for final examination, charged with having embezzled various sums 
of money belonging to his late employer. Mr. Winch said the prisoner had been 
in his service about three months, and was discharged about a fortnight ago. 
After the prisoner had left he discovered that he had received various sums of 
money from the customers which he had never accounted for. Dr. George 
Budd, No. 20, Dover Street, proved that he paid the prisoner an amount of 
37. 0s. Gd., on account of his master. Dr. Marsden, 13. Lincoln’s Inn Fields, 
proved that he paid a check for 102. tothe prisoner for the prosecutor. Police- 
sergeant Whall said he apprehended the prisoner at his lodgings, No. 4, Church 
Street, Soho.

Witness: Nothing but two 
sheets of whitey-brown paper, Prisoner, when called upon, admitted having 
called at the house on Friday, but declared that she neither left any perce. or had 
any money. Mr. Bond observed that it did seem, in these days ‘of intelligence 
and education, extraordinary that any persons should be found weak enough to 
be defrauded in this manner. He should commit prisoner for one month to hard 
labour. She was committed accordingly. 

LAMBETH New POLICE Count, KENNINGTON Lang.— The new office was 
opened on Monday morning for the firsttime. The court, though small, is fitted 
up with every con,enience. There is a raised bench extending the whole 
width of the office, which communicates with the magistrate’s private room. 
There is a range of spacious cells, which are well ventilated, and warmed with 
hot air, and so constructed that there are neither hooks nor bars by which the 
prisoners can commit suicide. A well-dressed female, who applied for a warraut 
against her father, a cement merchant, in Kennington Lane, stated that she was 
an only child, and left home on Saturday afternoon in consequence of ill-usage, 
and that her father had detained the whole of her clothes, which she had bought 
out of her own money; she attributed the ill-usage to her step-mother. Mr. 
Henry directed an officer to make inquiries into the case, and report the circum- 
stances to him. 


In} the Insolvent Court, Alerander B. Blackie, who had been connected in 
business with Mr. Stead, the patentee of the wood pavement, was discharged. 

At Guildhall, William Bride, a carman in the service of Messrs, Daukes and 
Rodick, agents for Guinness’s stout, was brought up in custody charged with 
driving furiously and injuring Charles Tunnathy, Esq., of Camden Town, while 
riding in his brougham in Aldersgate Street. Mr. Alderman Copeland fined the

The inquest on the wife of Thomas Donahoo, who was murdered at Ulverston, 
terminated on Saturday last, when a verdict of * Wilful Murder” was returned 
against Donahoo. 

On Saturday an inquest sat on the bodies of William and Sarah Oliver, at 
Ashford, near Staines, in consequence of the late murder and suicide committed 
there. ‘I'he jury returned a verdict of “ Wilful Murder” as to the death of the 
woman, and Felo de se in the case of the man; the effect of which Jatter is, that 
he will be buried at twelve at night without the ceremonial of any service. 

On Saturday a great sensation was excited in the neighbourhood of Lower 
Whitecross Street, Cripplegate, by a rumour that a newsvender, named Noah 
Flood, carrying on business at No. 50. in that street, had poisoned himself, after 
attempting to destroy the life of his daughter, eight years old. He was a respect- 
able tradesmen, and had on the previous ‘Tuesday followed his wi'e to the grave, 
which had such an effect on hin that he knew not what todo. He was found in 
his room with his daughter, both labouring under the effects of poison. He was 
conveyed to St. Bartholomew's Hospital, but shortly afterwards expired. Tne 
little girl was restored, and gave the necessary evidence of the whole affair. 

On Friday last, during a dense fog in Mane vester, A fatal railway accident oc- 
curred. Some days ago the daughter of Mr. Forsythe, one of the servants on the 
Liverpool and Manchester Railway, died, and her funeral was fixed for Friday 
morning. Мг. Thomas Forsythe, brother of the deceased, is also a servant on 
the line, being superintendent of the locomotive department. About ten o'clock 
he was going to his father's house to attend the funeral of his sister, and had 
ordered one of the engines to c myey him along the line towards his father’s 
house, and when within a short distance of his destination, he fancied he felt the 
wheels of the engine passing over a soft substance, and ordered it to be stopped ; 
and on retracing their route, he found the engine had passed over the body of 
his father, who was also making his way to attend the funeral of his daughter, 
and had killed him on the spot. 

A young man named Ashford, respectably dressed, 
Street, charged with breaking into the house of Mr. John Henry Jewell, so- 
licitor’s clerk, of Allred Street, Tottenham Court Road.

At the Surrey sessions, Ann Winter and Ann Wright were indicted with 
having unlawfully uttered and put off at Croydon, two counterfeit half. crowns, 
wel! knowing the same to be false and counterfeit. The prisoners, who belong 
to a well-known gang of coiners residing in the low haunts of Westminster, 
offered nothing in their defence, and the jury, without hesitation, returned а 
verdict of guilty. Sentence, twelve months’ imprisonment each, and hard 
labour at Brixton House of Correction. 

At the Thames Police Court two men, named William Smith and Edward 
Smith, brothers, were brought before Mr. Broderip, charged with keeping & 
private still in an unentered place, where the apparatus for conducting distillation 
оп а large scale was discovered. The evidence having been gone into, Mr. 
Broderip said it had been his lot to hear a good many cases of this description, 
but he never knew one clearer than this, and he convicted the prisoners under 
the 7th and 8th Geo. IV., cap. 53., and sentenced them to pay a fine of 302. each, 
and in default to be imprisoned and kept to hard labour for three calendar 
months. The prisoners were committed. 

It will be recollected that a short time since a meeting of the leading counsel 
practising at the Chancery, Rolls, and Vice Chancellors’ courts, was held for the 
purpose of devising some plan to lessen the evil and inconvenience of the separa- 
tion of the Vice-Chancellors’ courts from the other equity judges in Westminster 
Hall, which has taken place since the creation of the two new Vice Chancellors. 
A communication was made to the Lord Chancellor on the subject; the conse- 
quence is, that two temporary courts are being erected in Palace Yard, close to 
the entrance of Westminster Hall, which are in a very forward state, and wil 
probably be finished by next term. ‘This arrangement will get rid of a great deal 
of the evil, though it can hardly be a permanent one, as there will be means O 
communication to the other courts from these. 

Application having been made to the Commissioners of Customs, from Cowes, 
complaining of the delay and inconvenience occasioned in ascertaining the weight 
and charging duty upon samples of coffee landed from vessels arriving at that 
port, and waiting for orders as to their ultimate destination, the board has 
decided that samples imported in packages as such, not exceeding half a pound 
weight each, may be passed duty free, provided that the officers shall be satisfied 
that they are intended for samples only.

DREADFUL AFFAIR AT DERBY. 


On Monday last a coroner’s jury was summoned to the town hall to investi- 
gate the cause of death of a young man, aged twenty-one, named Frank Dixon 
Manning, formerly footman in the family of a clergyman residing іп a neigh 
bouring county, but latterly a framework hose maker in the employ of Mr. Mor- 
ley, of Nottingham. 

There is a family residing in Derby of the name of Allen; the father is а 
copper-plate printer, He has six daughters and one son. Two years ago he 
resided at Leicester, and some time before then the deceased, Manning, became 
acquainted with his daughter C iroline, and made proposals to her, which, how- 
ever, Were rejected until about a year ago. Caroline frequently went over to 
Nottingham to attend a * saloon ” there, in the capacity, as she states, of vocalists 
and received certain wages for her services, whatever those might be. During 
her visits there she frequently supplied the deceased with money, and pressed 
for their union. He complained of his restricted means, and she gave him on 
one occasion two sovereigns to get the banns published, and to purchase the 
necessary articles for the wedding. The banns ran out about two months ago, 
and the deceased then wished her to wait a little until his friends became more 
reconciled to the match. The match was broken off at the girl’s request, but by 
desire of the deceased she subsequently wrote to him as a friend several times, 
and on one occasion saw him at Nottingham. On Christmas Day he arrived in 
Derby, at a public-house kept by a person named Glue, at which place Caroline 
met him in the evening [by his particular desire. He wished to know whether 
she still desired that the acquaintance should cease, Her reply was that she 
did, and she urged the propriety of this course. He said, “ If it must be so, it 
must," and they parted in good feeling. Next day he spent several hours at the 
house of Caroline's father, and conducted himself much as usual. In the even- 
ing he went to a saloon, and took part in the singing or performance, and Caro- 
line went there to see him, and after remaining a short time bade him good 
night, and then proceeded to another saloon, where she remained until four 
o'clock in the morning, and was taken home by a young man, who is suppose 
to be somewhat enamoured of her charms. On Friday morning the decease 
again returned to Allen’s house. At that time Caroline was in bed. Two other 
sisters, Eliza and Emma, were in the house. The deceased calied [to Caroline 
at the foot of the stairs, and she got up, dressed herself, and then descended ٥ 
the house-place. Meanwhile the deceased had sent her sister Emma for a pint 
of ale, and on Caroline descending the stairs he inquired kindly after her health, 
and then presented a glass of ale to her, saying, * Caroline, ¿rink with me; 8 
our parting glass.” She complied, and had no sooner got some of the contents 
into her stomach than she became ill, and began to vomit. The deceased told her 
that the reason he had “ done it” was, because he could not bear to see the object 
of his affection in the arms of another ; adding that his former wife (the daugh- 
ter of the clergyman with whom he lived as servant, and with whom he eloped, 
a divorce having since been obtained) was about to be united to her cousin; but 
that he * should not have minded, had she (Allen) been willing to marry him; 
and that, under these circumstances, he could not, and would not, bear with it.’ 
The girl was got upstairs, where she vomited терш, and presently after- 
wards the deceased rushed into the bedroom, carrying a glass of ale in his hand, 
and seemingly very much agitated. Caroline called to her sister, as well as she 
was able, to save him, but it was too late; he drank the contents of the glass, 
then walked up to the bed and kissed Caroline several times, using endearing 
terms, and expressing a hope that she would be saved. He then fell to the 
ground, foaming at the mouth, stretched out his legs and arms, and threw his 
head about continually, but there was no motion in his arms or any Other part 
of his body. He died almost immediately. Medical aid was procured, and all 
available means taken, but without effect in so far as regards him. ‘The girl 
continued in great danger for some time, and is still very ill, but in her case life 
із not despaired of. А razor and a phial containing prussic acid were found in 
the waistcoat pocket of deceased's clothes, together with a number of letters ad- 
dressed to his mother, the father of the deceased, and other parties. ‘These 
letters were evidently written several days previously, and in two of them post- 
scripts seemed to have been added the very morning on which the dreadful act 
was committed ; these showed the existence of jealous feeling, An empty phial, 
with a prussic acid label round it, was also found in the house-place. After 4 
long and patient investigation on Monday afternoon, the jury came to a verdict 
of * Felo de se.” The house where the body lay presented a sad scene o 
misery.

DEATH OF A GENTLEMAN BY AN OVER-DOSE OF PRUSSIC

On Tuesday, Mr. Wakley, M.P., held an inquest at the Holly Bush Tavern, 
Hampstead, on view of the body of Frederick Clissold, Esq., who died at that 
house on Saturday last. Deceased belonged to one of the oluest and most opu- 
lent families in Suffolk, and his sudden death created a great sensation. "пее 
brothers of the deceased, as well as other relatives, were present, amongst whom 
were the Rev, Augustus Clissold, rector of Stoke Newington; the Rev. W. Clis- 
sold, rector of Wrenton, Suffolk ; and the Rev. Arthur Clissold. George Higgs, 
waiter atthe Holly Bush Tavern, said: I was the first person who saw Mr. Clis- 
sold after death. “Atthat time he was in bed. On Friday afternoon he came to 
our house and ordered dinner, with which he drank half-a-pint of port. He took 
tea at seven o'clock, and immediately afterwards retired to rest, giving me specific 
directions not to call him. At two o'clock on Saturday afternoon 1 went to his 
room, and knocked several times at the door. Receiving no answer I entered 
the room, and found him in bed. Life had, to all appearance, been long extinct. 
At the time he went to bed he was quite sober. The Rev. Augustus Clissold was 
next examined: He said deceased was his brother. During th= last few months, 
he had been residing at 21. Henrietta Street, Cavendish Square, and has been 
under the care of Dr. Copeland. He has for a long time laboured under extreme 
mental depression, and has sought various remedies. At one time he took tinc- 
ture of digitalis, then he had recourse to tobacco, and opium in its various forms. 
Some time afterwards he said to me, “ I have found out a medicine better than 
any 1 have yet used, and { now think Į shall be well.” It was prussic acid, of 
which afterwards he took large quantities. He was a man o very studious 
habits, and had for some years been engaged in a baa ical work, which he 
expected to complete in about fifteen or sixteen years. The coroner: Do you 
think, Mr. Clissold, that your brother took an overdose of poison with a view to 
the destruction of Ше? Mr. Clissold: I do not believe he did. My belief 
amounts to a moral certainty. No man would have sooner revolted at the idea. 
Mr. Herbert Evans, surgeon, of Hampstead, said: 1 was called in to see Mr. 
Clissold, but he was quite dead. He did not smell of poison, but there were two 
botties on his table, one laudanum and the other prussic acid, Both were la- 
belled “ poison.” I have no doubt that the immediate cause of death was an 
over-dose of prussic acid. “he jury returned a verdict in accordance with the 
medical testimony.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 

Growrn оғ Navy Тімвев, — Enclosures for the growth of navy 
timber, for supplying materials,for the “ wooden walls of Old Eng- 
land,” have been adopted and promoted for years past, in many of the 
crown forests; and the Commissioners of her Majesty's Woods and 
Forests, in their last report to Parliament, make the following in- 
teresting remarks upon this important subject. ‘They state that, in 
furtherance of the measures adverted to in each of the three last re- 
Коре, for laying open and restoring to the Commons of Dean and 

ew Forests, lands which had been enclosed for the growth of navy 
timber in those forests respectively, and upon which the young trees 
had arrived at such size and age as to be past damage from the brows- 
ing of the forest cattle and deer, and for enclosing for the like pur- 
pose other lands of equal extent with those laid open, the Commis- 
sioners have under authority of commissions issued from the Ex- 
chequer, enclosed in the Forest of Dean, during the last two years, 
571 а. 8r. 14р. ; and there have been set out, and are now in pro- 
gress ef being enclosed, in the New Forest, about 390 acres: in both 
cases, in lieu of woodlands of equal extent laid open. And there 
being in Dean Forest two other tracts of land, containing together 
467 a. 2r. 31 p., on which also the young trees are past risk of injury 
trom deer or cattle, the Commissioners add, they are about to adopt 
the necessary legal procecdings for opening these lands, and enclosing 
others of like extent; aud by pursuing the same plan for very few 
more years, the whole of that forest (so admirably suited for the pro- 
duction of the finest oak timber), which can be spared from the use 
of the coal mines, stone-quarries, and highways, will be reclaimed, 
and be in progress of becoming of great value and national importance. 

BIRMINGHAM, — Forrrcn Propuce. — During the last week large 
quantities of game, consisting of snipes, teals, woodcocks, partridges, 
together with 500 geese, were imported direct, by way of Hull, from 
the Netherlands, and offered for sale in Birmingham market, as an 
addition to the usual home supplies of Christmas fare. ‘The week 
previous a quantity of American grouse, in excellent condition, were 
brought over by the Britannia, and met with a ready sale at 3s. Gd. 

er brace. ‘Thus the new tariff enables us to obtain supplies of fish, 
in season, from Holland, and eggs and fowl іп abundance from 
other parts of the Continent. 

Representation OF Downrarnicx. — A vacancy has occurred in 
the representation of this borough by the death of Mr. David Kerr, 
which event took place on Monday, at his seat in the county of An- 
trim. Mr. Kerr, who hed been long in declining health, sat for 
many years in parliament, seldom, however, taking any more active 
part in its business than in merely recording his vote. He was a 
supporter of the present ministry. By his demise several families of

— It will 
be recollected that.a gentleman, residing within the precincts of 


Windsor Castle, was taken in execution by an officer of the sherilf | 


of Bucks, at the suit of Mt. Lawrence, for a debt of between 46٨ 
and 3000/., and consigned to the county goal at Reading, where he 
now remains. If this were a breach of privilege, it was not as against 
the party whose body was taken and consigned to the county gaol, 
but a breach of privilege against “ the rightful power and dignity of 
the sovereign.” But, in order to guard against the commission of 
such an offence, and the penalties which would thereby be incurred, а 
communication was made on behalf of the sheriff to the Lord Steward, 
asking for permission to execute the writ and take the body within 
the royal precincts. A reply was immediately transmitted by Sir 
Thomas Marrable, the secretary to the Board of Green, Cloth, giving 
the required sanction of the Lord Steward to take the defendant in 
execution, provided the capture was made with a due and proper 
“ regard to decorum,” From this it will be seen that, without, the 
permission of the Lord Steward, on the part of the sovereign, to ex- 
есше a writ within the precincts of a royal palace, such an act would 
still be a breach of privilege. , It is not, however, to be supposed, in 
the cases of persons in difficulties, who take refuge in, “ privileged” 
places, for the only purpose of using them as “sanctuaries” to be 
“out of the way” of civil process, that a similar permission would 
ever be withheld on the part of the crown, ‘The counsel, on the part 
of the defendant, in arguing the question before the learned 56 
the Exchequer, chiefly relied upon the point that the Lord Steward 


had no power to give his permission for the arrest to take place ; this, | 


however, was overruled, 

Tur LATE, Bank Коввеңт. — The following incident connected 
with this extensive and mysterious robbery will show that it has 
created a greater degree of interest on the continent than in London. 
In the. Times” of Saturday, under the head of the City Article, 
appeared. the substance of a communication from Messrs. llogers 
relative to the course pursued by the firm to prevent any of the stolen 
notes being put into circulation; this, coupled with the assistance 
rendered by the police of France, Belgium, Germany. and Holland, 
has been attended with the utmost success. The gentleman sent out 
by Mr. Hobler was Mr. Justin; and while on the continent, in look- 
ing over the foreign journals, he read a paragraph in one of the 
Frankfort papers, stating that one of the stolen notes had been offered 
for change at Hamburgh by an English navigator, “The paragraph 
appearing with something like authority, Mr, Justin instantly started 
for that city, when, upon his arrival, he found the report to. be in 
every person's mouth. Without losing a moment, Mr, Justin pro- 
ceeded to make the necessary inquiries; on which he was informed 
that the man who had attempted to negotiate the note was one of the 
navigators in the employ of Mr. Mundy, of Abchurch Lane, Cannon 
Street, but who at the time was over at Hamburgh superintend ng 
the construction of the city sewers, which are nearly completed, The 
account was, that the note was offered to a Jew of the name of 
Goldsmid, who at once sent for Mr, Mundy. Upon the arrival of 
that gentleman, he caused the house of the man to be searched, when 
between 3000/, and 4000/. of the stolen notes were found secreted. 
This statement led Mr. Justin to inquire what had become of the 
man; the reply was, that Mr. Mundy had caused him to be secured 
until some person empowered to take him into custody should arrive 
from England, Hearing this account from different sources, Mr. 
Justin instantly proceeded to the residence of a Mr, Mevines, a ma- 
gistrate, when that functionary rendered Mr, Justin the assistance of 
the police, who proceeded to that part of the city in which the a‘leged 
offender was said to be confined in the sewer, and saw Mr. Mundy, 
who immediately said there was not a word of truth in the rumour, 
although the tale of the bill being offered, the discovery of the 400041 
and his confining the man in the sewer, was the: subject of general 
conversation, Finding the whole to be a hoax, Mr. Justin instantly 
commenced retracing his steps, when Mr, Mundy also being required 
at home, they both set out together. ‘The Elbe being frozen over, it 
was necessary to travel in sledges. To the surprise of Mr, Justin, as 
well as Mr. Mundy, those portions of the city through which they 
had to pass, as well as that part of the Elbe where the sledge was by 
which they were to travel, was discovered to be densely crowded by 
people of all ranks and grades. Finding they were the objects of the 
people's curiosity, they inquired into the cause, when they ascertained 
that a report had got into circulation that Мг. Justin was an English 
ollicer, and that he was returning with the person who had committed 
the great robbery at the rich English banker's, and it was to catch a 

limpse of so renowned a thief that the public curiosity was excited, 
The explanation caused considerable merriment. It has been ascer- 
tained beyond a doubt that none of the stolen notes have been even 
offered for circulation in any of those places through which Mr. 
Justin travelled. 3

The various other lezacics amount to 
about 22,000 francs; and he then bequeaths the whole of his pro- 
perty (with the exception of these legacies) to his wife, and at her 
death directs that two thirds shall go to his nephew. and the remain- 
der to his niece. He directs that, in the event of a new restoration, 
his wife should “ look to those who had been always kind to him.

New Year's Day ar Wixpson, — The distribution of her Majesty's and Prince Al- 
bert's New Year's gifts to the poor and needy families residing within tlie borough of 
New Windsor took place on Wednesday morning by command of her Majesty, in the 
new riding-school at the Royal Mews, the Queen and her illustrious consort being 
present to Witness the gratifying scene. ‘The number of families who were the recipients 
of the royal bounty amounted to 510. In the centre of the immense building was a table, 
upwards of fifty feet in length, upon which were piled mounts 3 of beef, of the primest 
joints, weighing nearly а ton, and tastefully decorated with laurel.

Even at risk of being tedious we cannot re- 
sist the temptation of returning once a zain to 
the daintily illustrated pages of the British 
Ballads. From the First Volume we extracted 
several gems of art; and the Second, now lying 
complete upon the table before us, courts a like 
depredation upon its pictured stores. The sea- 
son, too, invites us to the book. Itis the time 
for luxurious in-door recreations of art and li- 
terature. It is the time for turning over the 
contents of portfolios; for laughing and scrib- 
bling through ladies’ albums; for rifling the 
rich stores of music-stands; and for scanning 
broad margined and richly embellished books, 
like these same volumes of British Ballads. 
The days of the Annuals are’gone by, but those 
elegant inanities did some service, real ser- 
vice in their generation.

Rosamond,’ attracted the notice of that dis- 
tinguished man, and led to an intimacy very 
beneficial to the one and satisfactory to ihe 
other. Their friendship continued during the 
life of Addison, and was of value after pi 
death. Tickell had the charge of publishing 
his works; and received from him a solemn 
recommendation to the patronage of Craggs — 
a recommendation which had the effect of con- 
tinuing him in the office of under-secretary o 
state, to which Mr. Addison had appointed him. 
He afterwards become secretary to the lords 
justices of Ireland, a lucrative situation, which 
he held till his death in 1740. 

“ He is said to have been aman of most pleas- 
ing manners, and of unquestioned honour and 
integrity; his conversation was gay and lively;

LETTER IT. 1 
THE HUMORAL PATHOLOGY BEING RECEIVED BY THE DOCTORS. 


n TO THR EDITOR, 

Sir,—In my last letter I gave you Dr. Johnson's published opinion of the uselessness of 
Physiology, or the Organic Pathology, for throwing any light on the origin or cause of 
disease ; and that his opinion, supported b such eminent authorities as Dr. Billing, of 

szondon, and Professor Liebig, corresponded with the principle long taught by the 
Ilygeist on the same subject: ı So much for the progress of truth, where error s0 much 
prevailed пп so much for the honour of the Hygeist, who has sedulously taught the 
same truth fifteen years before these great men. 

T now proceed to quote the opinion of Dr. Johnson, in favour of our fundamental prin- 
ciple—the Humoral Pathology :—"T cannot refrain from saying one word concerning 
what is called the Humoral Pathology. It was formerly supposed that all diseases 
depend upon a morbid condition of the \umours, or the presence of certain morbid mat- 
ters in the blood, or other vital fluids, Morbid anatomy, however, has since proved that 
this is not the fact. А spicula of bone shooting from an ossified artery, and piercing the 
brain like a nail, and thus producing epilepsy, cannot be called a morbid humour in the 
blood. But, although there are exceptions to the rule, it is now beginning to be admitted 
by the best medical writers, that there is more truth in the! Humoral Pathology than 
medical philosophers have been willing to allow. And indeed in many diseases the fact 
stares us in the face.” Dr. Johnson goes on to enumerate a great many of those diseases, 

Thus the Humoral Pathology is all but granted to be true. The objection here urged 
arninst it as a uniform principle із absurd. It will not bear investigation. Let us try. 
The spicula of the bone is certainly not a morbid humour in the blood; but why does Dr. 
Johnson not see that the bone may be the result of a morbid humour? A tumour is not 
of itself a morbid humour; but it may, nevertheless, result from such humour in the 
syktems The spicula of bone injuring the brain, as it certainly would, is itself merely 
the effect of some derangement in the system previous to its growth. Itcould not grow 
in ۵ really healthy body! Some derangement in the condition of the vital fluids must 
have induced the secreting organs to deposit the bony matter in a wrong place, thereby 
producing the spicula, Disease is always developing itself by a succession of morbid 
effects. One deranged organ will, by its relation to others, often derange them also. To 
understand the cause of these derangements, we must pass from one effect to another till 
we reach the first deranging cause, Having found it, we then only discover the primary 
disease ; and I need hardly add, that every right method of cure would chiefly attack the 
originating cause of the derangements, and not merely the effects, as in the case of the 
bone, Dr. Johnson himself is too intelligent not to know that the principle here main- 
tained is sound, as witness these observations of his :—*" The term indigestion is an ex- 
ecedingly absurd one, inasmuch as it implies that the faulty action of the stomach is 
always the cause; whereus the faulty action of the stomach is much more frequently the 
etfeet of disorder in some other organ.” Tree, Dr. J.; and just in the same manner is 
the bone the effect of, disorder ; it may be in some other organ, or if it be not, it beyond 
doubt is the effect of waste matter retained in the system, directing its baneful influence 
in both a particular manner and place. We tell Dr. J. that all morbid appearances in 
the solids of the body are merely effects — that morbid anatomy, with its microscopic 
eyes and knives, whilst it readily perceives these effects, never can pereeive their causes 
either in the dead or living body, Hence Dr, J.’s error in taking the bone, not only as the 
proximate, but remote, cause of the disease, The whole object of Dr. J.'s philosophy of 
disease, in the work before me, is to show that all changes in the solids, healthy or 
diseased, are solely effected by the vital fluids, aud yet he loses sight of his own principle, 
when he inaintains the unnatural bone grown upon the artery is the cause of the disease 
named, in opposition to the idea of its originating in the fluids. We are not, however, 
surprised at this confusion of ideas. The doctor is groping his way out of the erring 
mazes of the Organic Pathology; and thouzh avowedly favourable to the humoral, he 
does not see clearly the simple and beautiful basis on which it stands. We will tell him. 
The blood is the life. Whatever of vitality the solids possess, is derived constantly from 
the blood, The solids are built by and from the blood; their state must therefore depend 
on the state of the blood. The solids, as Dr. J. in his works clearly shows, аге con- 
шщ wasting, and as continually repaired by the blood ; therefore their condition 
through life must depend on the nature of that fluid. The functional power of the body 
and its organs is in like manner entirely derived from the blood ; therefore the state of 
the functional power, whether in health or disease, is entirely to be attributed to the 
blood. ‘he во ids, in the matter cf their parts, and in the whole phenomena of their 
Movements, act in entire subordination to the blood, They are simply eltects, having 
their canse in the vital fluid, They cannot, therefore, have independent action, either to 
keep themselves right or put themselves wrong, Hence the absurdity of supposing, as 
Dr. J. does, that the АА of bone originated іл the solids. Phe blood reigns supreme 
over the whole body, claiming, with an incontrovertible right, the nerves, the muscles, 
the bones, وکټ‎ as its subjects, controiled thronghout life by its influence, and diffusing 
Nutrient and energy to every part, to every fibre, nerve, and musele of the body. So 
long as the blood And Other fluids are in a healthy state, so long will the solids be found 
inthe kame. When the former became deteriorated, so will the latter; and hence disease 
in the solids. We respectfully present these great truths to Dr. Johnson's attention. If 
he only once perceive them, his views will not be rendered turbid by error, nor his prin- 
ciples discordant by inconsistency. Не will perecive the Ilyxeist can, with him, enter 
the arena of science, glory iu its light, end be wuided by its truths. Myveists hute izno- 
rant pretenders as much ns Dr. Johnson, They lament, on his own showing, that the 
professed medieal men of the present day belong to that unfortunate aud much to be 
pve class; but Dr. J. is determined to emancipate himself from their errors, We wish 
niin great encouragement in his present efforts. He will hear from us again.

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` There is no created thing without its 
use; and few persons would believe that 
an immense traffic is carried on in an 
article that appears to be utterly insigni- 
ficant and worthless, When in the win- 
ter season we look at the frozen rivers, 
streams, canals, &c., it scarcely ever occurs 
to the mind that the ice is a marketable 
commodity, and affords employment to 
numbers of the labouring ‘classes at a’ 
period when almost every other kind of 
work is suspended. Five or six owners 
of small donkey or poney carts unite to- 
gether as a company, and looking about 
them for ponds, &c., pay a rent to the 
proprietors of such pieces of water to en? 
Joy the exclusive privilege of removing 
the ice whenever it is frozen over. They 
watch for a frost, and the first skimming 
being collected, is generally sold to fish- 
mongers and confectioners “in small 

uantities; but when it has attained a 
thickness of from half an inch to one 
foot and upwards, then.it is. disposed of 
in great quantities to ice merchants, who 
deposit it in wells and supply confec- 
tioners, fishmongers, hotel keepers, inns, 
and even public-houses; nay, more, so 
refined has become the tastes of our coal 
porters and artisans, that in the summer 
time they will not swallow their ginger. 
pop without having it iced. Fresh drinks 
have also been introduced or invented for 
the more wealthy—such ав sherry cob- 
blers, mint juleps, &c., which are creating 
an increased ‘demand for the article. 
There are four or five ice-merchants, of 
whom Messrs. Leftwich, of Little Al- 
bany Street, Regent’s Park, are the prin- 
cipal. The father of these gentlemen 
formerly kept a confectioner’s shop in 
Fleet Street; and in 1822, there being a 
great scarcity of ice, Mr. Leftwich went 
over to Norway, where he purchased a 
large quantity, chartered a vessel, and 
brought it to England, where “it was 
readily sold, government demanding 20 
per cent. as duty. -This cargo was from 
the Vigkn Islands, but he subsequently 
brought it from other parts, and the duty 
was reduced to 5 per cent., or about ad- 
valorem. It was then suggested to Мг. 
Leftwich to commence as general dealer 
іп ісе, and he had а well dug in Little 
Albany Street, of which the following 
diagram shows the form, &c. 

This ice well will hold 1500 tons of ice, 
which is thrown in and descends upon a 
platform; the waste, by melting, filters 
through the sand, and‘falls into the space 
below, from whence it runs off by means 
of a pipe, into a deeper and smaller “well by the side of the ‘large 
one, and the water, by means of machinery, is pumped up and sup- 

lies several houses with that necessary article, and which is stated to 
ie ү pure and sweet. The ice is drawn up in buckets, and 
the carts (whose weights are previously ascertained) are weighed on 
the bridge at the well’s mouth. ‘The cost of the ice varies from 2s, 
to 2s. 6d. the load, and sells according to the severity of the frost; it 
is always varying with the season and the weather.

The whole 
consumption in England cannot be less 
than from 10,000 to 12,000 tons. š 
From the United States the export is 
stated to be immense; and it is asserted 
that! 60,000 tons are annually exported 
from Boston to southern parts and the 
East and West Indies. The ice-houses 
near the lakes and ponds are immense 
wooden buildings, holding from 10,000 to 
20,000 tons each; some of them cover 
halfan acre of ground. ‘They are built 
with double walls, that is, with an inner 
and outer wall, two feet apart, the space 
between being filled with saw-dust, which 
is a non-conductor, and forming a solid 
wall impervious to heat and air. The 
machines employed in cutting the ice are 
very beautiful, and the work is done by 
men and horses in the following manner: 
—The ісе that is intended to be cut is 
kept clean of snow as soon as it is sufli- 
ciently thick to bear the weight of the 
men and horses to be employed, which 16 
will do at six inches; the snow is kept 
scraped from it until it is thick enough 
to be cut. `A piece of ice is cleared o 
two acres in extent, which, ata foot thick, 
will give about 2000 tons... The men com- 
mence by cutting a straight line through 
the centre each way. A small hand- 
plough is then pushed along the line 
until the groove is about a quarter of an 
inch in width and three inches deep, when 
they begin with the “ marker,” an in- 
strument drawn by two horses, which 
makes two new grooves parallel with the 
first, twenty-one inches, the gauge re- 
maining in the first groove. fe is then 
shifted to the outside groove and makes 
two more. The same operations go on 
in parallel rectangular lines, until the ice 
is all marked out into squares of twenty” 
one inches. In the meanwhile 6 
plough is following in these groves, which 
cuts up the ice to the depth of six inches. 
The outer blocks are then sawn out, and 
iron bars are used in splitting them; 
these bars are like a. spade, of a wedge 
form. In dropping them into the groves 
the ice splits off, and a very slight blow 
is sufficient to separate them, Platforms 
are placed near the opening made in the 
ice, with an iron slide reaching from them
